We have been asked to look up 
tho law iu regard to the listing of 
stock held by private individuals 
in corporations ns to wliotlier such 
person should give in such stock 
to tho assessor. For instance, if a 
man hold bank stock whether it 
should show on liis list of property. 
Wo answer that it should not. 
That stock will be charged in the 
nnine of Ihe corporation nnd if it 
appeared on tho individual’s tax 
ticket it would bear double taxes. 

Tho law is found in the 51st 
section of chapter 2D of tho Code: 
"When tho property, stock or cap¬ 
ital of any company, whether in¬ 
corporated or not, is assessed to 
such company, no person owning 
any share, portion or interest 
therein shall bo required to list the 
same or bo assessed with tho val¬ 
uation thereof.”
